William VY2WM will be putting on a presentation of 
Moon Bounce. Therese VY2TAM will be setting up a table for female Amateur Radio operators. 


There was further discussion about the Antenna on the EMO building in Charlottetown. Dave 
has been up to the roof to examine it and to help with an inventory of their radio equipment. 


There was a short discussion on emergency power supply from vehicles perhaps being 
harnessed for radio. 


There was also some discussion on an FT8 code used called JS8 Call for possible use in low 
power situations and emergency communications. William expressed an interest in trying this 
out and then reporting on it to us in an upcoming meeting. Brian VY20G and Ron VE1AIC spoke 
of “Winley” and how it is also sometimes used in emergency situations. 


There was a brief discussion on Winter Field Day. Doug VY2DS and Darryl VY20M participated. 


June Field Day was brought up and members discussed the possibility of getting involved either 
individually or with the Red Cross. We will discuss this further at a future meeting.
